JAPANESE MAEBIAGES. 


The lower orders of tlie Japanese employ 


married couples lo make rnalches foriheir sons, 
nd these agents are called nakodo, or go-be- 
weens. Betrothal sometimes takes place in 
Ire infancy or childhood of parties, but is very 
I'ten deferred till Ihey are old enoiiEh to wia.. 
oliave some voice in the matter themselves, 
vhich, however, is denied Ihem if Ihey have 
arcnls living. When, by reason of the death 
'f his parents, a young man is left free lo man- 
ge the matter'in his own behalf, be chooses a 
air of go-betweens from among his friends or 
cquaiiiiance, and through them makes inqni- 
ies for a suitable help-mate, anri when they re- 
orl the discovery of one he sends Ihem to so- 
ieil her hand of her patents. 


If the proposal suits her parents the bargain 


s made, and by their connivance a meeting is 
rranged to take places between the young peo- 
lo at some tea bouse, unless they know each 
ther by sight, where the betrothed can only 
ast sly glances at each other, but are permitted 
0 hold no conversation, as that, in the present 
taae of affairs would be a breach of Japanese 
tiquelte. 
In arranging matters for the wedding, fixing 
ie day for it, etc., other go-betweens are em- 
loyed, whose office expires oo'y when the two 
re made one. First, the young bridegroom 
ends the go-betweens with Ihe presents toji.be 
arents of the bride elect. These may consist

oth she and the bridegroom proceed separately 
) the best room, where the young man seata 
imself at one end of the tokcnoma, a sort of 
pen closet or recess in the wall opposite to the 
itrance, which is considered the most houora- 
le place in the Japanese house, and the young 
,cly takes her seal at the opposite end ef the 
tkonoma. The go-betweens also sit down, 
ie male by the bridegroom and the female by 
ie bride. Two other attendants, male aud fe- 
lale, usually young persons, each bearing a 
essel with a long handle, used as a receptacle 
K sake, are likewise present to wait upon the 
ride and bridegroom and till tbeir cups. The 
ing handle flasks have a paper bullerfiy fas- 
med to each ; a large and a small one repre- 
int, a male and a female butterfly. The at- 
ndants who bear them are, therefore, called 
v these names, and the idea expressed by the 
mbol is that as butterflies alw,.ys go in pairs, 
the husband aud wife should accompany 


ach other thiough life with a like constancy. 
Between the biide and groom is p.aced a Iray 
eaiing three lacquered cups, one upon an- 
,ber, the smallest at the top. 
The two butter- 


es pour u little .tuke from both their flasks into 


tlie uppermost cup, while the bridegroom holds 
it to be filled, grasping it with both bands. He 
then sips the wine Ihree times in a very slow, 
forma! manner, and passes the cup to the bride, 
who takes it iu her hands and takes three sim- 
ilar sips under cover of her veil, when she hands 
tlie cup to the female bulterfly, who sets it 
aside. 
The second cup and the third are filled 


and emptied~in like manner, so that each party 
drinks nine times. 
Hence the ceremony is 


called san-san-kudo, and forms the most im- 
portant part ot the nuptial riles, for it makes 
the parties husband and wife. 
While tbis 


drinking is going on one or two male singers are 
seated behind tbs screen In the same loom, 
chanting songs of congratulation to the happy 
pair. They are now married, and the bride 
and groom proceed to another room, where 
they pay their respects to her parents by di ink- 
ing sake together; nominally but not really 
going through the san-ian-kodo again. 
After 


that they are conducted to another room where 
the bride removes her yell, and exchanges her 
white dress for one of bright and gay colors, 
arid the groom puts on the kamt-shimo or Jap- 
anese full dress, distinguished by the wing-like 
shoulder pieces and full trousers; and then 
again they drink lo each other three times 
ibree cups in mutual congratulation at the 
happy change that has com* over them as iu- 
dicated by their change of dress. 


Tbis being done there follows a feast to all 


in the bo use, who assemble in one room and 
regale themselves with the fare tbat is set be- 
fore them"; and, having kept up the festivities 
till about Ibe dawn of day, the wedding party 
breaks up. • Three days after the bride usually 
pays a visit to her own parents when another 
entertainment is made to which the relatives of 
the family are invited. 


Henceforth the married woman is regarded 


as having been 'absorbed,, as it were, into the 
family of her husband and to bare surrendered 
her relationship to her father's house. Her 
duty to ber fatber-in-law and mother-in-law 
supersedes all the obligations of filial piety.

UNFASHIONABLE "SIE8." 


Aflbe present time (says a writer in th 


London Globe,') when sir is seldom used ex 
cept as a title of rank, and has been jenerall 
relinquished in polite society aa a mere epithe 
of lespectful complaisance, it occasions surpri 
to recall how short a time has passed since Enf 
lisbmen of gentle form and breeding uted t 
'•sir" one another over the dinner table, am 
be offended If they wore not sirred with prope 
frequency and emphasis. Originating in time 
to which legal memory runneth not, this mode 
of address survived the port wine period, one 
was not completely exploded till tho beaux o 
Count D'Orsay's school threw aside their snuff 
boxes and took to drinking light claret. Ever) 
year diminishes the number of the Major Pen 
dennisesof our London clubs, who were trainei 
from boyhood to accost their fathers with Ihe 
severely respectful sir, aud it is proliahle thai 
the entire town might be searched in vain fo 
an elderly gentleman who used lo preface the 
antique designation wilh honored, when wril 
ing from Eton or Oxford. 
It is, however, cer 


tain, though perhaps slightly astonishing, tha 
the generation of English gentlemen who sirrec 
their fathers is yet extinct, and that the earlier 
generation who sined them honorably on paper 
has only recently left the world in which they 
discharged the functions of filial obsequious 
ness. 


Of course.these-remarks are applicable only 


to our fellow-countrymen of the politer kinds 
It still remains a ludiment of good manner! 
with the litlle boys of humbler folk to say yes 
sir, to a gentleman, and, no, ma'am, lo a lady 
and the lower tho observer of manner goes ir 
the social scale he remarks an increasing readi- 
ness in the populace to si rone another profusely 
and inordinately so long so lona as they are in 
the humor to " pass friendly words." Our char- 
women are ncvr forgetful to madam one an- 
other when I hay compare experiences in con- 
tiguou.H back gardens, or have a social drop at 
the quiet house " ronnd the corner," and in 
like manner when an artisan gossips with a 
stranger of his own social degree in public ways, 
the conversation is sure to b» bountifully sup- 
plied with sirs. Indeed, nothing distinguishes 
the colloquial styles of our gentle and our sim- 
ple f«ik more strongly than tbis free use-of sir 
ly the laller, and Ihe almosl universal disuse 
cf the epithet by ihe former. 
And one of the 


curious circumstances of this mallei is tbat 
while we credit the Freuch populace with an 
excellent civility merely because they are ready 
with their raonsienrs and madarnes, we are apl 
lo regard ihe redundancy of sirs and ma'ams in 
he friendly pailance of our working people as 
iidicative of their commonness and servility. 
:t is also to ha observed lhat this free utterance of 
fie old epiUiet of reaped ia not confined to our 
decent working classes, but is perhaps even 
more uotlcoable among our inferior tradespco- 
J'C Whose practice of pointing cvory olhor oon 
ence wilh a sir is peiliaps raiher due lo Hie in- 
luence of early training ihan to an ignoble c.e- 
5iie to conciliate cuslomeia. 


Il is not without a purpose that \ve have spoken 


of this respectful word, as an epithet rather 
ban a tille, for the social student should be 
careful not lo confound the knightly style with 
he social courlesy. A denvalive of senior el- 
ler, sir was at first only the Latin equivalent 
'faldeiman, and in medieval England it was 
a mere term of courtesy that, itislend of declar- 
'ng a particular rank, only expressed the gen- 
ral sentiment of a gracious liomage fur the 
vorlh and dignity of years. 
In fact, it had 


ireaisely llie same force and virtue as the word 
evciend before usage made the letter a clerical 
iile. Every man who was lespectable by learn- 
ug, or goodness, or social usefulness was called 
ir, and had reason to fuel himself slighted if 
5 were not rated as sir. In this sense the 
rord was used by Chaucer, who made the host 
f the " Canterbury Tales " address Ihe law- 
eras"Siie tnan of lawe," lhat is levereud 
mn of law, and it is w-oll that this adjectival use 
t the woid should be borne in mind by Ibe 
Indent of feudal manners. In the family sir 
was appropriated to its chief who, in recognition 
fhis value, was styled sire to tho momenl of 
is death, when he bequeathed to his children 
he sire-name which his virtues Iiad illustiated 
nd rendered veneiable. The same title was 
aiherbf his people", whence it came to pass that 
i recognition of their supieuie merit and title 
i reveieuce our kings have beeu styled sir, 
nd will continue to he so addressed when llie 
erm shall have vanished 1'ioin the commonpai- 
ance of the inullitude as •leucrally as it. has al- 
eady vanished fiom the current speech of our 
oliler people, liut it is in tlie nature of words 
T homage so universally and incessantly ui- 
ircd that tliey should signify at the s,ime time 
uucli and next to nothing, ami Uiut iu course 
f time they should cease to be acceptable to 
lose to whom they are offered as nothing but 
leap courtesies. The reverence lliat neaily 
very one might claim was a reveience scarcely 
ny one prized, and tbis truth was exempli- 
ed in a remarkable manner by the actions of 
ie parochial clergy, who, Instead of val- 
ing themselves on a designation lo which 
ey were eulitled in common with a vast crowd 
f insignificant persons, were the fiist to di;,- 
aitu an honor iu which there were so many 
articipators. The palish priest, who bad lukeli 
ne of the higher uuiversily degrees, or acquired 
ny ecclesiaslical office that raised him above 
ie lowest social grade of bis cleilcal bre'brcii 
referred to be described by his acedemic.il de- 
ree or his professional place raiher than tiy the 
>ithet which had come lo signify liltle more 
mn honest man or good fellow, in the failier 
art ot the sixteenth century, Ibe clerical sirs 
ere Ihe poorest and least enlightened of the 
ipeudiary curates, aud during the acrimonious 
oiitentious which immediately preceded aud 
jllowed the rupture with Rome, the term Sir 
obn Lueklatin was a nickname for an extreme 
xatnple of clerical ignorance aud incapacity, 
'nder such circumstances it is not wonderful 
lat the clergy look means to free themselves al- 
igether from an opprobrious epithet, and thai 
be clerical sirs passed from existing things. 


Still more marvellous is it, perhaps, thut the 
ord so dishonored among the cNrcv, and so 
cornfully ridiculed by all who took their views 
" life from clerical leachers, was still applied 
o the chief of the commonwealth and to knights 
' chivalric orden. It is TOO noteworthy that 
ie general relinquishment of the epithet in the 
ocial intercourse of our higher classes is in no 
egree consequent on disrespect for those who 
wear it as an ensign of rank, while the modern 
aterfamilias has avoided it in the domestic 
ircle" out of a wholesome desire for a c'osor and 
lore equal companionship with his offspring, 
he term is no longer heard at our dinner-ta- 


bles, because it was found inconsistent with 
fie perfect freedom 1'ronr formality and obseq li- 
ons ceremoulousness that is the chief distinction 
2nd virtue of the new mode of manneis. It 
may, in conclusion, be remarked that in t iis 
respect we have preceded our / merican cous- 
ins, who, nolwilbstandiug Iheir taste for n;w 
political experiments, are often found to be 
strangely conservative on matters of ettiquette. 
Even when lie cannot be detected by bis accent, 
the American gentleman on his first arrival in 
England can be usually detected by his old- 
fashioned use of sir. Of course it does riot take 
him long to discover his error, and to acccoin- 
modate himself lo the mode on this side of the 
water. 
His first London dinner party gives 


him the lesson, and at bis second he usually 
proves himself an apt pupil. But the case is 
otherwise wilb our countrymen, who sir one 
anolher under the impression that il is me«t 
and right to do so. Fashions descend surely 
from the higher to the lower people, but they 
descend slowly.

HU3E MONSTEES_OF- FOBMER AGES 


Very Munchausenlike would be tho storie 


geologists tell us of huge creatures that existec 
in Ibe early ages of pur planet, were not ihei 
fossil remains occasionally presented lo view 
Not very many years ago, while a sportsman 
with his do; and gun, was in pursuit of gaim 
in a rural region of Louisiana, he was throwi 
off his balauce by coming iu contact with wba 
ha'at first supposed to'be the stump of a young 
tree, but which proved (o bo a bone protrudiuj 
a couple of inches from the surface of the 
grouud. 
After digging around it with his 


huntiiig-knifo to the depth of a couple of fee 
and finding it still immovable, he procured as- 
sistance from a plantation not fur off, and it 
was not until reaching the depth of ten feet 
that he came to the end of Ii, when it provec 
to be the portion only of a rib of some huge 
animal, and a space of 130 feet in length, 00 In 
width and 25 in depth had to be turned up be- 
fore gathering the various parts that remained 
of a monster skeleton, such as had never before 
been seen. 
The largest of llie bones, supposec 


10 ba lhal of Ibe jaw of one side, was twenty 
feet long, weighing 3200 pounds, and of a bard- 
ness lhat blunted tho edgo of an axe when 
struck against it; the ribs, of which portions ol 
others were found, when whole, It was esti- 
mated could not have beeu less than t\\enty- 
fivo feet in length, and all the rest ofthe bones 
in proportion. To show the vast dimensions 
of the creature when living, the bones of oilier 
animals, those ofthe mammoth, the elephant, 
the ox and the horse, were exhibited will! 
them when they reached New York ; from 
which it appeared, as a distinguished natura- 
list remarked at the time, that a mammoth bore 
no comparison in size In such a creature than 
a rat to a mammoth ; the verlcuim, or joints of 
the backbone of the monster, 
being twenly 


inches in breadlh, wilb a passage for ihe spinal 
marrow of eight to ten inches in diaiuelcr. 
While Ihey weie on exhibition in Boston, a 
visilor, who affected to know n great deal about 
natural hislory, said they were "nothing but 
the bones of a whale," and the story at once 
got into the newspapers; but a whale-ship cap- 
;aln, from New Bedford, who chanced to be 
in Boston, and went to see them, pronounced 
thorn " no more like bones of a whale than 


lose of a donkey," adding, humorously, " and 


no one with even the intelligence of a donkey 
would have so asserted, having not a bone like 
.hose of a v,hale, especially unless whales have 
egs, and here is a knee-joint, pan-bone aud all, 
as is plainly visible."

•oin a bed of limestone in Alabama, the entire 
Ueleton, 114 feet in length, of an immense fos- 
11 sea-serpent, that when covered uilh iis 
esh, mus.t., it was estimated, have been at 
eabt, six lo seven feel in diameter.

footprints behind them, indicating that they

dulcet noles, a sleeper from his slumbers. 


THE HEDHHIIOO.—Every lover of the ciun- 


try befriends the hedgehog and proteeto it from 
dogs. Tbis creature is solely an insect-eater, 
aud is often kept half tamed iu dark uuder- 
giound London kitchens to devour cockrnaches 
and crickets, 
lie then condescends to eat 


bread and milk; but in a wild state, frogs, bee- 
tles, worms, slugs, snails, aud even snakes form 
his usual food, "if he has a foible, it is that be 
is too fond of eggs, aud not being discriminat- 
ing in bis choice of these dainties, too often in- 
curs the anger of the keeper and the henwife. 
Many are the sljnders of folk-loio respecting 
hedgehogs, as that they uilk cowsand sleal ap- 
ples from orchards by slicking tbeir apines into 
them and so bearing Ibem off. Luckily, peo- 
ple now possess mo much "book-learning" to ad- 
mit of their believing these indictments.

now and then we dislurb the hedgehog, like

treading d.own the beasts' fair flowers. Need- 
less to say, we never harm them, and after a 
minute or two, finding us molionless?they ven- 
ture lo put put the tip of their uose, aud then 
tbeir sparkling eyes, and finally, with a curious 
shambling gait, slink off, a great contrast to the 
bustling bully which but just now proudly paced 
through its territory. There is one confession 
which we must make. Wheii we next come 
to a gypsies' camp, we have resolved to eat 
hedgehog. These people are said to hake hedge- 
hogs among the embers nf a fire, and then, peel- 
ing off the prickly skin, eat the creature, which 
bas the taste of pork. They call him Jiatliie- 
witcku, a Wallacbian and Persian compound sig- 
nifying pig of the woods.

DO INVENTIONS INJUBE THE LA- 


BO BEE ? 


One of the arguments made uie of by many 


against the patent law is the old fallacy lhat 
improvements iu machinery lake Hie bread out 
of Ihe moulli of the laborer, and the great num- 
ber of unemployed people at Ihe picsent time Is 
cited ns an example of the effect of ihe uso of 
machinery enabling one man to do Ihu work of 
several, who must," il Is stated, be- thrown out 
of employment because the one man on thu 
machine does all the work Hint the others did 
before. From this It is argued that a patent 
law for encouraging inventions is u bad law, and 
should be abolished. 


Tbis Is one of the old ideas that aio continu- 


ally ciopplngup, audits fallacy has been so 
-lioroughly exposed by the logic of evcnls thai. 
t iiPcius to many as hardly woith consider)!!". 
We certainly thought so until lately, but it has 
made Its appearance quite ofien of hue in places 
where we would hardly have, thought to have 
seeu II, I'elllions have been sent lo Congress 
for Iho abolilion of the palenl law; various 
newspapers have been publishing articles con- 
demning the introduction of new mtchlnery, 
and seriously proposing n lelurii lo ll:e old 
methods of hand labor, so aa to give employ- 
ment to the ihuiisandi who cinuot now gel It, 
and it appears from vm Ions questions asked by 
some of the members of Ihe Congiesslon.il Com- 
mittees on Patents, ia the recent discussion on 
the amendments to the patent law, thai they 
are, or rnlhcr were, believers in ibis doctrine'. 
We say " were," because we believe that sine: 
,be discussion before iheso committees tho 
uembers thereof have become so well posted 
OH tlie ground effected by patent laws that some 
of them, who were originally inimical to Ihe law 
and seriously desired to repeal it or suspend its 
opeiation, are now iu its favor. The fact, how- 
ever, that mini having sullicient. general inlelli- 
:ence to C'Jila newspaper or to reach Ihe posi- 
tion of members of Congress believe In the the- 
ory Hint machinery is hurtful lo llie laborer, 
seems lo call tor uome effort on our part, as the 
special champion of llieiuventor aud llie patent 
aw, to show how erroneous is this idea, and 
ive, therefore, propose to cita a few instanced 
haloceur to ns, where it would appear that if 
there were any chances of iiindiiiiei j throwing 
wople permanently out of employ meiit, it cor- 
aiuly would he in llie examples mentioned. 


As one of the prominent, and most familiar 


examples, let us oonsiaer the sewing machine. 
,Vlien Walter Hunt Invented his machine iu 
838, his wife objected to bis iniroduciti_g It, in, 
iha thought, like many others, 'that it would 
brow all the sewing women oulof employment.' 
lunl appeared lo think Ihe same himself, and 
in his wife's entreaties abandoned his invention 
bus losing a fortune and leaving the field open 
ollowe, who was either wiser on this point, oi 
nd li-ss scruples. Now what has been tho rc- 
ull of the introduction of sewing machines In 
csscning the demand for laboi ? Aie Lherr 
ewer people now employed at sen Ing lli.in 
here wore fonnerlyj' 
Is it not a fact that 


he thousands of operatives can earn much 
nore than they foimcily could by hand; Ihal

iine year, besides ihe almost countless hosts 
f canvasseis or " agents " who were jiei.'unbu- 
iting.thc country, all of whom got Iheir living 
necliy fiom the seulug inacbine industry, lo 
ay nolhing ofthe numbers of people who were 
uinloypd in mining and manufacturing iron 
nd steel for the machines and lumber lor Ihe 
blcs, and the Ihousands of olliers indirectly 
upported by the sewing machine business. 


In our rentalks so far we have only cited 


uch points as appeared to bave a bearing on 
ie question of ihe, ellect on labor, of the'em- 
loyuienl of sewing machines, but have said 
othing as to the gain of the people generally 
y their use. 
We do not have by us any rolia- 


le statlslics on Lhe prices of clolliinu, bul if any 
nc doubls tbo fact that sewing machines have 
educed the price of wearing apparel, let him 
o to a shirt maker aud ask the diffeiencc jn 
ie price that would be charged for making Iwo 
iiirls of Ihe same raalerials, one lo be mad« 
ilirely by hand and the other by machine. 


With regard to the eflecl of sewing machines 


'U the shoe manufacture we have some inlor- 
etlug statistics that we believe may he rolled 
m. The sewed shoes which are made In the 
;realcst numbers are the ordinaiy gailer shoes 
women's). 
These shor"<, before machines 


vere introduced for sewing lbem,sold at $2 per 
iair, but now shoes of the same quality can be 
loiiabl for SI.00, notwithstanding that llie ma- 
erials iu Ihem bave gone up from 40 lo 70 per 


t. and tbat wages bave moie than doubled, 


.'he women who formerly sewed the tippers got 
0 cents per day; they now get 51.33 ou the 
machine. Men got ou an average S1.25 per 
Jay, varying accordiug.to their skill : now they 
get aboul 52.50—some rather less, many a great 
ieal moie.' 


If we consider tiie textile industries of cotton 


loods, woolens, woisted goods, caipels, hosiery, 
itc., we find that notwilbslaiMing Ihe great ad- 
'ance in the number of labor-saving inventions, 
he hands employed havo increased faster than 
ur population, and that the wages paid have 


more than doubled, as will be seen by the (bl- 
owing figures, taken from page 598 of the In- 
dustry Volume ofthe Census of 1870:

if the improved machinery now employed, as, 
lotvitbstanding there was only an advance of 
ess than one-half the number of hands em- 
iloyed, the value of the product was Increased 
ibout 150 percent., although the hours of labor 
n many factories were largely reduced between 
I860 and 1870. 


As another instance, take the use ofthe reap- 


ng and mowing machine. 
In the twelve 


Slates where these machines are used most we 
ind that farmers and agricultural laborers have 
ncreased from 1,301,803 in 1850 lo 2,024,390 iu 
18CO, and 2,041,830 In 1870. 


It may be objected, however, that most of the 


States where mowers and reaper* are used are 
rapidly growing Western States, and tbat this 
is therefore hardly a fair argument to use. 
Wo 


will therefore give the following table compiled 
from the census, showing the bands employed 
in the various manufactories of all kinds all 
over the U oiled Stales:

tbreo to •.thlily-eight and a half millions, or 
about 07 pur cent. 


In considering the effect of Inventions on Iho 


laboring interests of tho country wo must not 
forget that many Inventions actually increase 
the amount of labor to bo performed, as for in- 
stance, the telegraph aud photograph. 
Tho 


census of 1S70 gives nearly 17,000 as the num- 
ber employed In different capacities In the tele- 
graphic offices of the country, to any nothing of 
thcjo Indirectly connected w l t h l l t n building 
tl e lines, drawing the wire, making tlie Instru- 
ments, etc. The photographers are also a lai^o 
class entirely dependent on a modern Invention, 
without which Iheir occupation could never 
bavo existed, and Ihey In tbeir tuin keep a 
largo number ol people employed luprcpaiing 
chemicals, paper, plates, mats, frames, etc., tor 
their uso. Tho rubber business also employs 
tens of thousands of operatives directly In Ihe 
manipulation of the rubber, leaving out of con- 
sideiaMon those engaged In other countries In 
the collection and shipping of the raw gum, aud 
the thoutaiids employed hero In tho sale of tho 
manufactured articles. If to those we add tho 
inimenso number of people employed In connec- 
tion with Iho railroad and steamboat Interests 
of Ihe country, which are wholly dependent 
upon the inventions of tho steam engine, loco- 
motive and steamboat, It will appear plain to 
the meanest capacity lhat inventions, to far 
from throwing people out of employment, lmv« 
rather inci eased tho demand for their services.—

caled persons. Lentulus Is designated, In tha 
original Latin of the cplslle, " 1'iesidmit of Ihe 
Jemsaletnists." No such Hoirmn oulccr ever 
Misled. Theie was a President of Syria and 
i Procurator of Judea. But we have complete 
Ists of these magislrates, and the namo ofiLen- 
tulus does not stand among them, If a Len- 
uhia hud governed there, he would have writ- 
en nol lo the Senate, but lo the Emperor, 
ilnce the province was Imperial. In one of 
he manuscripts of this letter be Is styled " Of. 
Iclal (offieialia) 
In iho Province of Judea "—an 


cclesiiistlcal designation, such as an ignorant 
>riest or monk would be likely to choose. It 
jinlaius many expressions which no Roman 
could ever havo used. " Prophet of truih," 


sons of mon," are phrases which could have 


jeen written only by some one familiar with 
Jiblical lunus, but never by one Roman wrl- 
ing to another. 
This last phrase, as* well as 


uuchoflhe contents of tjie loiter, were, cvl 
lenlly suggested by tho forty-fifth 
Psalm: 


Thou art fairer than the children «f men." 
.'he imme of the Saviour Is given as " Christ 
esus," a name by which he was not known 
vliile he was living, "Christ" being tho syno- 
rni of Messiah. 
He Is represented as styled 


by Iho heathen "—" a yenUbus "—Prophet of 


null; as if a Roman could adopt the Jewish 
node of describing thu non-Hebraic peoples. 
Iis disciples are said to namo Him " tho Son 
if God,'1 as if this tille, only occasionally used 
iy Ihe Disciples during the Ufa-lime ot their 
Blaster, would be thus Introduced by a Roman 
toveruor. His hair Is said to be arranged af- 
er the manner of the " Nararencs "—a raediro- 
al blunder for Nazariles—of whom, moreover, 
Roman would probably know nothing, and to 


whom he would not allude in a cominunlca- 
iou of Ihis sort wilhoul further explanation. 
Jcsides, no one who knew anything of Jesus, 
nd of llie vows of a Nazarilo, would placa him 
inder Ihis category. 


When we look lo the external hisloiy cf this 


ocumc.nl, we find no reference to such a letler 
u any of iho Falheis. We have a icference !n 
uslin .Mailyn lo a prelendcd teller of Pontius 
'ilute to Tiberius, and in ISusebius a corres- 
undciicc (also forged) between Jesus and Ah- 
arus, a Prince of Kdcsso, which existed in lliat 
iiy in Ihe early part of the fourlh coutury. 
-in there is no reference to any letter of Leii- 
ilus. It is not until ho fourteenlh century 
•at a Gieek writei, Nicepborus, gives a de- 
ciiptlon ot llie personal appearance of Chrlal, 
-liicli he professes to havo derived from tl-e an- 
ieius, aud which is, iu all probability, the basis 
f Ibis leller of Lcnluliis. Niccphonis is an 
uLhonly of no value ; and the letter iu ques- 


tion was founded upon what he wrote.

flamed in the fifteenth century by some Latin 
vviiti-i. 
In the very century in which it first 


saw the light it was pronounced spurious by 
Laurenlius YitlU, tha Italian humanist.

looks which il gives, is totally divers from ibiil 
which ihe early Fathers pitsenl, and which 
was embodied in Ihe earliest art.

THE SWINDLED_IMMiaEANT8. 


A Hrnrllexn Frntirt PerpctrnleU by a Tay 
eni.li*!U,»or in Uiuiitm K. 


One of tun uosi uimiitigaucd, outrageous 


swindles was uiuuglil to light ar, the Union 
IJepoi, thu city, Hst cvculiiL'. 
Before the 


evening expiess from tbe East anived. Superin- 
tendent, Piloairn received . tolegiaui fiom New 
Yoik li.'llmii him'to alop all immigrants on the 
Main who held tickets for Columbus, Neb., as 
ihey ha') paid for theiickfts in New 1'ork with 
couiiteifi'ii greenbacks. 
When the train caino 


it was found lhat there w«re about flftv imnii- 
sriiuls, men, women aud chlldiun, destined for 
this point. They proved to bn Polish Austri- 
,ius, knowing bul little of the German lan- 
uuagr, so thai it was difllcullto m«ke them nn- 
dersiund. The railroad authorities, however, 
alter considerable trouble, succ»edud in getting 
their tickets from them, ostensibly for tha pur- 
po^e of ch.iuxlnj! Ihem for oilier liekets. 
The 


immluiants were then taken lo the immigrant 
room, where , by the liberality of on« or two 
perbjns who bad beeu made acquainted with 
their uiisfoiluiie, they were furnirhcd with 
itipper. 


Mr. Max Schamberg, the well-known Btaam- 


ship agent and formerly German Consul in thii 
citv, bad also been apprised by telegraph from 
the German Consul in New fork of the cir- 
cumstances, and came up to the depot a few 
minutes after Ihe arrival of Ihe Iraln. - The dif- 
licuity of conversing with them Mr. Scliamberg 
overcame by securing the services of • Polish 
interpreter. 
Prom what he could gather Mr. 


Schaiuberg was led to lha conclusion that the 
imm.grants had iu Bremen exchanged S6,000 
in German gold coin lor $9,000 in American 
paper money. 
By llie adviwi 'if tho Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad auihorilies, Mr. Scbamberg did 
nol make ihe immigrants acquainted wiUi the 
fact that they had been swindled. 


A repoiter found Iho party occupying the 


Immigrant loom on Liberty etreet, totally igno- 
rant of llie predicament in which they were 
placed. AjjroLp of men, with loosened belts 
and clothes, prepared to f.relch out on the floor 
for sleep, were approached and asked if they 
could understand English or German. "A'cin." 
was all the answer that could be obtained, un- 
til finally one of tho men ran over to a bench 
wheie an intelligent looking boy was stretched 
out asleep, and awakened him.. This youth 
was able lo converse fluently in both the Ger- 
man and Polish languages, aud from him the 
repoiter gleaned these particulars: 


The party were from Ihe northern portion 


of Austria, and were bound for Nebraska. 
At 


Hamburg they put up at a kind of half-tavern, 
half-saloon, owned by Solomon Myers & Co. 
For Iheir accommodations they.were compelled 
lo pay what they considered an enormous 
price. Before they got on the vessel on which 
they were to sail, ibis man Myers told them 
lhat they would need different money in this 
country, aud offered to exchange their gold for 
American paper money at advantageous rates. 
Myers finally induced them to give him about 
$8,000 in gold for $0,000 in greenbacks, the lat- 
ler being mostly $100. and $50 bills. Upon 
their ariival in Now York they purchased their 
tickets for Nebraska, and paid for them in this 
counterfeit money. 
The railroad ticket agent 


never suspecting tbat counterfeit money would 
be found in the possession of newly-arrived 
and unsophisticated immigrants, did not scruti- 
nize the bills partlculaily, aud consequently it 
was not discovered tbat they were counterfeit 
until the party was well on its way. 


In making bis investigations the reporter en-

EDITOR GAZETTE :—Since last week the 


Congressional proceedings have been very dull 
but not unimportant. The House lias had un- 
der consideration Ihn Military Appropriation 
bill which proposed, us at first presented to re- 
duce the slr.o of the army but the Republicans, 
aided bj Democrats from the Tetas border, 
and some other sections of the country where 
depredations are llahlj to be committed, have 
probably succeeded in having the army kept up 
lo its present force, 25,000 men. 
While this 


bill was under discussion last week, night ses- 
sions ef the House wi re held, and one of them 
1 attended. The cap.lot and the grounds were 
all lighted up brilliancy and presented a grand 
appearance.

In the House, the closest 
attention was given lo what he said, and his 
speech, though bilcf, was very eloquent, and 
several times there wits applause u>on the floor 
and iu the galleries, « bich (be Speaker pro tern, 
Milton Sayler of Ohio, promptly suppressed by 
a vigorous use of the .jdvd. Gen. GarBeld is a 
robust looking man, with a fine presence aud a 
very intellectual head'and face. 
HB speaks 


earnestly as though he Celt all he said, and al- 
though quite fluent does not allow his fluency 
to go so far as to crowd ono word upon another. 
He served his firsl teiin in Ihe 38lh O'oligieos, 
and has been continuously re-elected ever since. 
Sp"»ker Randall entered Congress thn same 
session as Garliukl, and he also has been re- 
I'k'ctoil every term fcincc, while Judge Kelley 
jiieccded both by one mm. Don Plait's latest 
estimate of Garfleld h as follows: "Garfield Is 
a thoughtful man ai>d a student, but all hit, 
brain and study have not lifted him outside bis 
narrow political organization. A man who can 
be a Campbellilc in religion (Garfield was for- 
merly a preacher of Dial denomination) is not 
fitltid to be a statesman in politics.

THE MECHANIC'S LIEN BILL A LAW.— 


This bill, passed by th« Legislature and signed 
by the Governor, is of so much general import- 
ance that we append it in full as follows :— 
Section 1. Be it enacted, etc., That the first 
sect ion of tue act approved the 18th day of June, 
Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and 
tuirly-Bix, entitled " An act relating to the lien 
of mechanics and others upon buildings," be 
and the same is hereby so amended that it shall 
read as follows: Every building erected within 
the several counties of this Commonwealth, to 
which the act entitled "An act securing to 
mechanics aud others payment for their labors 
aud materials In erecting any bouse or other 
building within the city or county of Philadel- 
phia," passed the 17th day of March, Anno 
Domini one. thousand eight hundred and six, 
and the several supplements thereto now ex- 
tends, shall be subject to a lieu for the pay- 
ment of all debts contracted for woik done or 
material furnished for or about the erection or 
cnnstruclioii of the same, and that the lien for 
wages for woik done by journeymen, mectianici 
and laborers, and for all debts contracted in 
such building operations, shall be a prior hen to 
the lien of any advance mousy mortgage 
(ex- 


cept the assessad value of the lot of ground 
prior to the commencement of the budding) 
created upon such building or buildings, and 
lot or lots of ground, whether such mortgage 
was executed before tlie ground was broken for 
said Buildings or afterwaids, and the fund real- 
ized from any judicial sale shall be lirst appro- 
priated to the.payment of the assessed value of 
the laud ; second, to the payment and discharge 
of the mechanics' lieu tiled, or that may be eu- 
tiiled to be filed against the property under this 
supplement, or oilier existing laws relating to 
mechanics' hens; and the balance, if any, to 
the payment and discharge of said advance 
money mortgage, the lieu of which said moit- 
gage shall, by such sale, whether paid m fall or 
in p.irt, be discharged; Provided, That tlio 
limit of time for filing liens under this supple- 
ment alutl bu sii months as herclofore; and 
provided further, That the provision of this act 
shall not affect or apply lo any mortgages which

ween the Puschal and the Pentecostal Moons) 
responsible l»r the morning frosts which fre- 
quently occur al that season. But the ancients 
lever entertained the ides Hint tho inoon's 
itiases wcie Ihe cause of changes in the weather; 
I was Jupiter's privilege to assemble Ihe clouds 
ind to dart the thunder-bolts. The lucky and 
inlucky days ol'lhe lunar month belong to as- 
trology and not to meteorology. Bouvard, 
Arago, and many othersTiave proved, oy long 
series of observations, that the moon does not. 
alfect the weather, li^bor in vain!. The ma- 
jority of sailors iateiptet the moon'? ages cacll 
accoiding U) his. own private rule ofrialief. The 
only efl'ectsj:d refutation would be- to strike nt 
ibe root oStlie eTil in early youth, and1 make 
school children repealeJly reciteand copy truth- 
ful sentences, such as, " It is ridiculous, to be-
